The Government of India hereby 
introduces a National Deposits Scheme to provide for 
a financial instrument for public investment. The 
Scheme shall aome into force from 30th July, 1984. 

2. Eligibility :

(b) Individuals in joint names of not more than 
four persons, on "both or survivor” or 
"Either or Sarvivor” or "all or survivor(s)” 
or “anyone or survivor(s)” basis. 


(c) A Hindu undivided family.

(f) A trust, and 

(g) An association of persons whether incor¬ 
porated or not. 

3. Limit for investment : 

There will be no maximum limit for investment in 
the deposits. The deposits should be in multiples of 
Rs. 1,000/- with a minimum of Rs. 1,000/-. 

4. Period of deposit :

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G.S.R. 454(E).—The following draft of special 
rules, which the Central Government purposes to 
make in exercise of the powers conferred by section 
28 of the public Debt Act, 1944 (18 of 1944), is hereby 
published as required by sub-section (1) of that section 
for the information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby and notice is hereby given that the said draft 
will be taken into consideration on or after the expiry 
of thirty days from the date of publication of this 
Notification in the Official Gazette. 

Any objection or suggestion received from any 
person with respect to the said draft before the expirty 
of the period so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

THE PUBLIC DEBT (NATIONAL DEPOSIT 
RECEIPT) RULES, 1984 

1. Short title and application ; (1) These rules 
may be called the Public Debt (National Deposit 
Receipt) Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall apply to a Government security 
in the form of National Deposit Receipt issued under 
rule (4)(b) of the public Debt Rules, 1946. 

2. Definitions ; In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires,— 

(1) “Act” m;am the Public Debt Act, 1944 (18 
of 1944 

(2) “Bank” means the Reserve Bank of India; 

(3) “defaced deposit receipt” means a deposit 
receipt which has been made illegible or ren¬ 
dered undecipherable* in material parts; 

(4) "deposit office” means any of the branches 
of the State Gank of India and the nationa¬ 
lised banks included in Annexure I and II to 
the Scheme; 

(5) “deposit receipt” means National Deposit 
Receipt (Series I and Series II) issued under 
the scheme 

(6) “Form” means a Form as set out in the 
Scheduled to these rules; 

(7) “Government” means the Central Govern¬ 
ment; 

(8) “lost deposit receipt” means a deposit receipt 
which has actually been lost and shall not 
mean a deposit receipt which is in the adverse 
possession of any person other than the claim¬ 
ant; 

(9) “multilated deposit receipt” means a deposit 
receipt which has been destroyed, torn or 
damaged in material parts thereof and the 
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material parts of a deposit receipt arc those 
wh^re : 

(i) the number, description and the amount 
of the deposit receipt are recorded, or 

(ii) the name of the depositor is written 

(10) “Scheme” nrans the National Deposit Sche¬ 
me framed by the Government in terms of 
Notification No. F. 4(3)-W & M/84 dated 
15th June, 1984. 

3. Nomination in respect of a Deposit Receipt : 
(1) A 9ole holder or a sole survivingholder of a Go¬ 
vernment security issued in the form of a National 
Deposit Receipt (Series I and Series IT) who is not a 
minor and who holds the Deposit Receipt in his 
individual capacity, may nominate a person or persons 
who shall be entitled to the Deposit Receipt and to the 
payment thereon in the event of the death of the 
holder; 

Provided that— 

(a) the person or each of the persons nominated 
is himself competent to hold a deposit receipt 
and 

(b) the nomination is made before the maturity 
of the deposit receipt 

(2) Every nomination under sub-rule (1) whether 
in substitution of a nomination already made or not, 
shall be made in Form A-I 

(3) A nomination made under this rule may, on 
a subsequent date, be cancelled in writing in Form 
A-II. 

(4) As soon as possible after a nomination is 
made or a nomination already made is cancelled, the 
persons making or cancelling the nomination shall 
send to the deposit offire where the deposit was made 
or has been transferred, the form of nomination or 
cancellation, as the case may be, together with'the 
deposit receipt to which it relates, and thereupon the 
deposit office shall register the nomination, or, as the 
case may be the cancellation, in its books and return 
the deposit receipt with an endorsement thereon that 
a nomination has been made in respect of the deposit 
receipt or that the nomination already made has been 
cancelled. 

(5) The fee for the registration of a nomination or 
any calcellation thereof shalj be two rupees per deposit 
receipt, provided that no fee shal'l be charged for the 
registration of the first momination in rcsp.ct of any 
deposit receipt. 

(6) No nomination or cancellation of a nomi¬ 
nation shall take effect unless and until it has been 
registered in the deposit office in accordance with 
this rule. 
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4. Non-transferability of deposit receipt. —A de- 
iosit receipt shall not be transferable except in favour 
of the deposit office where the deposit was made or 
ransferred for the limited purpose of availing of 
idvance from that deposit office. 

5. Consolidation or sub-division.—No consolida¬ 
tion or sub-division shall be permissible in respect 
of any deposit receipt. 

6. Procedure when a deposit receipt is lost, etc — 
Where a deposit receipt is lost, stolen, destroyed, 
defaced or mulilated, either wholy or in part, the 
depositor should make an application to the deposit 
office where the deposit was made or is transferred, 
requesting for issue of a duplicate deposit receipt, 
duplicate deposit receipt will be issued on the deposit 
office being satisfied of the loss, theft, destruction, 
multilation or defacement of the deposit receipt and 
on the depositor furnishing a letter of indemnity in 
form B signed by the depositor and two sureties ap¬ 
proved by the deposit office and on payment of a fee 
of Rs. 5/-. 


7. Disposal of Deposit Receipts which have been 
paid etc — A deposit receipt in respect of which 
the amount of the pirncipal with interest due thereon 
has been paid or a deposit receipt in respect of which 
a duplicate deposit receipt has been issued may be 
perforated, punched, cut or otherwise disposed of 
by the deposit, office in such manner as the deposit 
office may consider necessary to ensure that such 
deposit receipts are not misused. 

8. Public Debt Rules, 1946 with certain exceptions 
not to apply to Gvernment securities governed by 
these rules The Public debt Rules 1946 except 
rule 4 thereof, shall not apply to such Government 
securities in the form of a National Deposit 
receipt (Series I and .Series II), to which these rules 
apply.
